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THE  GUN  MONEY  CROWNS  OF  JAMES  II

In  an  article  entitled  ‘‘Some  Reflections  on  the  Volume  of  the  Brass  Money  of 
James  II”  which  appeared  in  the  December  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  no  account  was 
taken  of  the  crowns  which  formed  part  of  this  “Brass  Money”  coinage. 

The  Proclamation  announcing  the  issue  of  crowns  was  dated  15th  June  1690  and 
in  the  short  space  of  two  weeks  the  Dublin  Mint  fell  into  the  hands  of  William  follow¬ 
ing  the  Battle  of  the  Boyne.  It  does  not  seem  possible  that  in  so  short  a  time  any  very 
large  quantity  of  these  crowns  could  have  been  issued. 

Let  us  look  at  other  Proclamations  concerning  the  crowns. 
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On  the  21st  April  1690  an  issue  of  crowns  was  made  known  in  the  Proclamation 
of  that  date  “for  remedy  of  the  present  shortage  of  money  and  that  our  standing 
forces  may  be  better  paid”.  Owing  to  the  grave  shortage  of  metals,  a  continual  worry, 
a  large  copper  and  brass  crown  was  out  of  the  question  and  so  it  was  decided  to 
strike  them  in  pewter.  Philip  Nelson  in  his  book  on  the  Copper  Coins  of  Ireland  says 
“it  would  appear  from  the  scarcity  of  these  pieces  that  but  few  if  any  could  have 
found  their  way  into  circulation.”  A  large  quantity  was  found  in  the  Dublin  Mint 
when  it  closed.  However,  the  design  of  the  crown  and  the  dies  had  been  made  and 
were  ready  for  use  at  a  later  date,  if  required.  The  scarcity  of  metal  was  the  reason 
for  reducing  the  size  in  all  future  issues  of  the  half  crowns  and  shillings,  and  this  too 
is  fully  set  forth  in  the  same  Proclamation.  The  “Remedy  of  the  present  shortage  of 
Money”  was  at  last  discovered.  It  was  the  restriking  of  the  large  half  crowns  with  the 
dies  which  had  been  used  on  the  pewter  crowns.  These  show  the  King  in  armour  on 
horseback  with  a  drawn  sword.  Can  it  now  be  assumed  that  all  the  large  half  crowns 
which  remained  in  stock,  together  with  others  coming  into  the  Treasury  in  payment 
of  taxes,  were  soon  converted  to  crowns  by  overstriking  them  ? 

To  ensure  a  continual  supply  of  large  half  crowns  for  the  purpose  of  restriking 
and  so  that  there  should  be  no  stoppage,  a  Proclamation  was  issued  on  15th  June 
1690  calling  them  all  in  to  be  exchanged  for  small  ones.  The  Proclamation  contained 
a  warning  “that  no  half  crowns  of  copper  and  brass  money  which  had  been  coyned 
before  the  month  of  May  1690  shall  pass  to  be  current  money  in  any  payment  after 
the  end  of  June”.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Dublin  and  Limerick  Mints  were 
authorised  to  receive  them  in  exchange  for  the  small  ones.  Assuming  that  the  necessary 
dies  had  been  made,  all  was  now  ready  for  the  great  day  to  announce  the  issue  of  the 
new  crowns  of  copper  and  brass. 

A  second  Proclamation  of  15th  June  1690  was  issued:  “For  the  more  speedy 
supply  of  money  to  defray  our  present  great  and  necessary  expenses  we  have  ordered 
a  quantity  of  copper  and  brass  to  be  coyned  into  crown  pieces.”  It  is  not  known  what 
quantity  of  these  large  half  crowns  came  in  as  a  result  of  the  Proclamation,  but  it 
must  have  been  great,  for  there  were  found  at  the  Dublin  Mint  when  it  closed  no 
fewer  than  126,503  of  these  large  half  crowns  waiting  to  be  converted  to  crowns. 
The  minting  presses  therefore  had  a  further  two  weeks  in  which  to  continue  this 
restriking,  and  as  only  17,292  crowns  remained  in  the  Mint  when  it  closed  it  shows 
that  the  rest  had  been  issued. 

The  Limerick  Mint  had  also  been  authorised  to  receive  and  exchange  the  large 
half  crowns  for  small  ones,  and  given  the  necessary  dies  could  have  issued  a  quantity 
of  the  new  crowns  of  copper  and  brass.  Although  the  Limerick  Mint  continued  to 
function  until  October  the  issue  of  crowns  could  not  have  gone  on  beyond  the  10th 
July,  the  date  of  the  Proclamation  of  William  and  Mary  setting  their  value  at  one 
penny.  If  on  the  other  hand  they  were  issued  as  pennies  this  would  account  for  the 
much  worn  condition  of  specimens  which  exist. 

We  are  no  nearer  to  the  answer  as  to  the  number  of  crowns  issued  so  must  seek 
for  other  evidence  which  again  will  only  go  to  show  that  the  issue  was  considerable. 
What  can  be  learnt  from  an  examination  of  the  crowns  which  have  survived  ?  There 
are  two  things  which  might  be  noted  first. 

The  whole  issue  of  the  copper  and  brass  money,  including  the  crowns,  is  from 
first  to  last  of  a  very  high  standard  where  there  are  no  examples  of  poor  design  or 
inferior  dies.  Nelson  says  that  all  this  was  the  work  of  Roettier,  a  famous  medalist. 
It  certainly  looks  like  the  work  of  one  man,  but  how  the  vast  number  of  dies  could 
have  been  made  by  Roettier  in  one  year  is  a  mystery.  All  the  dies  were  engraved  by 
hand  and  to  make  two  exactly  alike  would  be  almost  an  impossibility.  This  is  more  so 
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where  Roettier  was  concerned  for  he  would  have  disliked  “copying”  and  would 
therefore  try  to  improve  his  design,  and  this  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  dies  for 
the  crown.  A  careful  examination  of  these  will  reveal  slight  differences  and  thus  help 
to  arrive  at  a  possible  total. 

James  Simon  in  his  essay  on  the  Gun  Money  divides  the  crowns  into  two  groups: 
“the  crowns  which  were  molten  down  and  coined  anew  weigh  from  eight  penny 
weight  fifteen  grains  to  nine  pennyweight  fifteen  grains  and  on  those  that  were  only 
re-stamped,  the  former  impression  is  still  visible.” 

I  have  one  on  which  the  impression  of  the  crown  of  the  first  striking  is  very 
obvious  and  coins  like  this  would  hardly  attract  the  collector,  as  being  “neither  one 
thing  nor  the  other”.  This  may  account  for  the  fact  that  only  those  with  slight  traces 
of  the  original  striking  have  survived.  The  other  restrikes  in  my  collection  show 
scarcely  any  trace  of  the  former  striking.  S.  N.  Lane  in  a  paper  on  the  unpublished 
Gun  Money  Crowns,  which  appeared  in  the  Numismatic  Society  of  Ireland  Bulletin 
No.  8,  gives  details  of  the  33  specimens  in  his  own  collection  which  reveal  differences 
in  the  dies  used.  I  have  studied  the  obverse  side  of  the  60  in  my  collection  and  can 
discover  few  duplicates. 

All  the  foregoing  only  helps  to  show  the  importance  of  the  issue  of  Crown  Pieces 
by  revealing  the  large  number  of  dies  which  were  not  hurriedly  produced,  but  again 
throws  no  light  on  the  total  value  of  the  issue. 

In  conclusion  I  again  quote  from  Philip  Nelson’s  book  on  the  Copper  Coinage  of 
Ireland  in  which  he  states : 

“The  increased  value  of  the  large  half  crowns  which  were  issued  as  crowns  (say) 
£440,000,  making  in  all  £1,347,421. 

Practically  the  whole  of  this  sum  must  have  found  its  way  into  circulation  since 
there  remained  in  the  Mint  £22,489  when  it  fell  into  the  hands  of  William  and  Mary.” 

In  the  preceding  paragraph  of  his  book  he  states  the  value  of  the  large  half 
crowns  which  were  made  to  be  £443,498 

He  also  gives  the  value  of  the  large  half  crowns  which  were  found  at  the 
Mint  when  it  closed — obviously  the  remains  of  those  called  in  by  Pro¬ 
clamation.  This  amount  must  be  deducted  as  they  had  not  been 
converted  15,812 


Leaving  the  value  of  the  large  half  crowns  issued  £427,686 

It  will  be  seen  from  his  own  figures  that  the  amount  he  estimates  as  being  the 
increased  value  of  the  large  half  crowns  converted  to  crowns  is  more  than  was  ever 
minted. 


TIN— HOUSEKEEPER  TO  THE  COINAGE

There  were  seven  metals  known  to  the  ancients:  gold,  silver,  mercury,  copper, 
tin,  iron,  and  lead.  There  were  also  seven  wandering  stars:  the  Sun,  the  Moon, 
Mercury,  Venus,  Jupiter,  Mars  and  Saturn  and  it  is  little  wonder  that  each  metal 
was  associated  with  a  star.  In  the  course  of  time  the  stars  and  metals  acquired  the 
characters  and  roles  of  the  seven  members  of  a  household.  The  golden  sun,  so  much 
superior  in  worth  and  brilliance  was  the  lord  of  the  household.  From  him  all  glory 
and  power  radiated.  The  silver  moon  was  his  consort  and  complement.  As  the  lord 
exceed  his  lady  in  honour  so  she  in  turn  exceeded  all  other  members  of  the  family.* 

♦The  relative  values  of  the  seven  metals  in  the  last  millenium  have  been  gold,  8000 ;  silver,  670; 
mercury,  33;  copper,  7 ;  tin,  6;  iron  3  and  lead,  1. 
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The  third  member  of  the  family  was  the  secretive  and  elusive  mercury.  As  a  star  he 
never  wanders  far  from  the  sun,  as  a  metal  he  is  quick  and  lively.  The  ancients  called 
him  the  Messenger  of  the  Lord,  but  today  we  would  probably  call  him  a  private 
secretary.  Privy  to  his  master’s  secrets  and  ready  to  do  his  bidding,  his  relationship 
with  the  other  members  of  the  family  was  always  distant,  yet  he  knew  the  details  of 
all  their  private  affairs.  The  alchemists  indeed  thought  of  mercury  as  the  essence  from 
which  all  other  metals  were  derived.  Gold,  silver  and  mercury,  these  three  were  the 
metals  that  excelled  in  virtue  with  no  taint  of  baseness  to  their  character.  The  four 
remaining  members  of  the  household  possessed  recognisable  human  weaknesses  in 
addition  to  their  undoubted  virtues.  Venus  was  the  young  lady  of  the  house  whose 
mirror  (?)  and  toilet  articles  were  made  of  copper,  Mars  the  young  warrior  whose 
spear  (d)  was  made  of  iron.  Saturn  (lead)  was  the  base  fellow  who  did  odd  jobs  around 
the  house,  got  drunk  every  Saturday  night  and  could  not  be  trusted  further  than  he 
could  be  seen.  Jupiter  (tin)  was  the  housekeeper  whose  homely  virtues  found  their 
fulfilment  in  the  kitchen  and  kept  the  household  running.  Around  this  picture  of  the 
family  of  metals  grew  up  a  folklore  over  the  centuries.  Moses  told*  the  Israelites  that 
the  mountains  of  the  Promised  Land  were  made  of  copper  and  iron,  but  that  when 
they  became  prosperous  in  their  new  land  their  homes  would  be  filled  with  silver  and 
gold.  Prosperity7  would  be  achieved  through  the  useful  metals  but  would  be  measured 
in  terms  of  the  noble,  the  symbols  of  wealth  that  have  formed  the  basis  of  coinage  from 
the  earliest  times.  Indeed  the  measurement  and  display  of  wealth  is  about  the  only 
function  that  gold  has  and  its  current  high  price  is  entirely  dependent  on  our  con¬ 
tinuing  to  use  if  for  that  purpose. 

Copper,  iion,  tin  and  lead  are  the  working  metals,  but  copper  and  iron  have  more 
status,  being  the  daughter  and  son  of  the  house  while  tin  and  lead  are  the  servants. 
In  spite  of  the  greater  glamour  associated  with  copper  and  iron,  tin  is  almost  as 
expensive  as  copper  and  twice  as  expensive  as  iron.  As  metals,  copper  and  tin  have 
much  in  common.  They  are  both  relatively  soft,  resistant  to  corrosion  and  can  take  a 
good  polish.  On  the  other  hand  copper  has  a  very  high  melting  point  (1083  C) 
while  tin  and  lead  have  low  melting  points  (232  and  327  C  respectively).  Tin  is  also 
different  from  the  other  two  in  that  it  is  not  toxic  and  makes  an  ideal  material  for 
containers  for  food,  either  in  the  form  of  tinplate  (tin  coated  on  copper  or  iron)  or 
pewter  (essentially  pure  tin).  Tin  belongs  to  the  same  chemical  family  as  lead  and 
carbon  and  has  characteristics  of  both  materials.  In  its  usual  form,  white  tin,  it  is  a 
metal  with  properties  similar  to  lead,  but  at  low  temperatures  (-40  C)  it  can  convert 
rapidly  to  grey  tin,  a  material  in  which  the  atoms  have  the  same  arrangement  as  the 
carbon  atoms  in  diamond.  This  form  is  not  metallic  and  has  a  much  lower  density,  so 
that  the  conversion  of  white  tin  to  grey  is  accompanied  by  an  expansion  which 
produces  blisters  on  the  surface  of  the  metal  (tin  pest).  Such  blisters  are  often  found 
in  old  tin  coins  but  can  also  result  from  corrosion  that  occurs  below  the  surface. 

Tin  is  a  soft  metal.  Its  softness  results  from  the  ease  with  which  deformations  can 
occur  between  the  small  crystallites  or  grains  of  the  metal.  In  this  respect  it  is  different 
from  iron  and  copper  in  which  the  deformations  occur  within  the  grains  themselves. 
Since  bending  any  metal  breaks  the  grains  into  smaller  pieces,  tin  gets  softer  when  it 
is  worked  while  iron  and  copper  get  harder.  Heating  a  metal  makes  the  grains  larger, 
causing  tin  to  get  harder  but  iron  and  copper  softer.  Bending  tin  causes  the  crystallites 
to  deform  by  twinning,  a  process  that  produces  a  characteristic  cracking  sound  called 
the  “cry  of  tin”. 

Tin  was  first  used  in  Mesopotamia  around  3000  B.C.  where  it  was  added  in  small 
quantities  (5-10%)  to  copper  to  form  bronze,  an  alloy  that  is  considerably  harder

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than  either  copper  or  tin  by  themselves.  Low  tin  (5%)  bronzes  are  often  used  for 
springs  since  they  are  hard  but  flexible.  Addition  of  more  than  10%  tin  makes  the 
bronze  harder  but  also  brittle  so  that  high  tin  (20%)  bronzes  are  better  for  bearings. 
An  alloy  with  25%  tin  is  called  bell  metal.  It  is  hard  and  resilient  giving  a  good 
ringing  sound  when  cast  into  a  bell,  but  much  too  brittle  to  be  able  to  work  without 
cracking.  An  alloy  with  40-55%  tin  (speculum)  has  a  silvery  appearance  and,  though 
brittle,  can  be  polished  into  a  non-corroding  shiny  surface  that  in  ancient  times  was 
used  for  mirrors  and,  until  the  nineteenth  century,  was  the  preferred  material  for 
mirrors  in  astronomical  telescopes.  A  copper  alloy  with  more  than  90%  tin  is  called 
fine  pewter  and  has  all  the  virtues  of  pure  tin  but  is  much  harder.  It  does  not  corrode, 
can  take  a  high  polish  (though  not  as  bright  as  silver)  and  is  ideal  for  plates  and  mugs 
used  for  food. 

Around  2400  B.C.  the  supplies  of  tin  in  the  middle  east  ran  out,  and  bronzes 
contained  little  or  no  tin  until  the  Phoenician  traders  discovered  new  sources  of  tin 
around  2000  B.C.  first  in  Spain  and  later  in  Britain.  The  British  tin  was  mined  in 
Cornwall  and  shipped  through  France  to  Marseilles.  The  existence  of  a  tin  trade 
through  London  before  the  Roman  conquest  is  shown  by  the  use  of  “tin”  coins  by 
the  tribes  of  the  Thames  Valley.  Although  these  coins  are  called  “tin”,  they  are  in 
fact  bell  metal  or  speculum  but  even  though  they  contain  two  thirds  copper  they 
often  have  a  silvery  appearance.  Because  of  its  brittleness,  this  alloy  cannot  be  struck 
without  cracking  but  it  is  a  good  casting  metal  explaining  why  these  coins  are  cast 
rather  than  struck. 

Pure  tin  was  certainly  used  for  plates  and  mugs  as  early  as  the  Roman  period  but 
it  was  hardened  by  alloying  with  lead  which  at  a  composition  of  23%  lead  has  a 
melting  point  of  only  185X,  making  it  very  easy  to  cast  new  utensils  or  to  recast  old 
battered  vessels.  This  alloy  is  used  today  as  solder,  and  not  so  long  ago  one  could 
still  buy  casting  sets  for  making  “tin”  soldiers  out  of  this  alloy.  For  plumbing  the 
Romans  used  a  tin  alloy  with  75%  lead  which  is  much  cheaper  than  high  tin  alloys 
but  has  the  disadvantage  that  the  lead  can  be  leached  out  of  the  pipes  by  some  kinds  of 
water,  making  it  unfit  for  drinking.  Indeed  any  pewter  with  more  than  5%  lead  is 
not  suitable  for  normal  food  containers,  but  because  of  the  weight  and  cheapness  of 
lead  there  is  a  great  temptation  to  use  it  to  adulterate  pewter.  High  lead  pewters  have 
an  attractive  heaviness  but  tend  to  darken  with  age.  Many  an  ancient  travelling  tinker, 
whose  job  was  to  recast  old  and  dented  pewter,  must  have  made  a  quick  penny  by 
adding  a  little  lead  to  the  mixture,  to  the  ultimate  detriment  of  the  health  of  his 
customers.  It  was  to  prevent  such  abuses  that  the  Pewterers  Company  was  formed 
in  London  in  1348. 

There  had  been  a  large  trade  in  pewter  before  that  date.  Apart  from  its  use  in 
plates  and  mugs,  pewter  had  been  used  to  make  Pilgrim  badges  which  provided  the 
medieval  tourist  with  a  souvenir  of  his  pilgrimage.  In  mediaeval  times  the  Cornish 
tin  mines  were  the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Cornwall  and  since  the  Duke  wras  usually 
the  King  or  his  eldest  son,  the  mines  produced  a  steady  income  for  the  privy  purse. 
It  wras  therefore  in  the  King’s  personal  interest  to  see  that  the  company  of  Pewterers 
used  as  little  alloy  as  possible  in  their  tin.  The  standard  of  purity  that  was  laid  down 
for  English  Pewter  was  higher  than  that  of  sterling  silver  and  the  term  “English 
Tin”  became  a  byw'ord  for  quality  throughout  Europe.  By  the  fifteenth  century  tin 
was  again  being  exported  from  London,  at  whose  quays  the  galleys  of  Venice,  ex¬ 
changing  spices  and  silks  for  tin,  were  a  common  sight.  While  in  London  the  Venetian 
sailors  bought  presents  for  their  families  at  home,  paying  for  them  in  the  small  base 
silver  half-pennies  of  their  own  country.  Since  the  English  sterling  silver  halfpence 
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and  farthings  were  inconveniently  small  for  normal  trade  in  the  city,  the  larger 
“Galley  Halfpence”  of  the  Venetians  proved  a  real  boon.  Although  the  Government 
legislated  against  their  use,  it  failed  to  remove  this  useful  addition  to  the  coinage.  It 
is  ironical  that  it  was  the  English  insistence  on  quality — the  quality  of  silver  in  the 
coinage  and  the  quality  of  tin  for  export — that  resulted  in  the  importation  and  use 
of  the  base  galley  halfpence. 

The  Venetian  trade  ended  in  the  early  16th  century  and  the  galley  halfpence  were 
replaced  by  jettons  or  tokens  of  lead  and  occasionally  tin  but  little  official  notice  was 
taken  of  this  apparent  breach  of  royal  prerogative  because,  unlike  the  galley  halfpence, 
the  tokens  posed  no  threat  to  the  integrity  of  the  silver  coinage. 

As  the  century  wore  on  there  were  increasing  demands  for  a  regular  base  metal 
coinage  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  shopkeepers  in  an  increasingly  mercantile  society. 
When,  in  1613,  Lord  Harrington  obtained  a  licence  from  the  King  to  supply  the  need, 
he  modelled  his  copper  farthings  on  the  silver  halfpence  that  were  then  being  issued 
by  the  mint.  They  were  small  flimsy  pieces  that  would  have  been  worth  only  three 
farthings  had  they  been  made  of  pure  silver  and  they  clearly  brought  a  handsome 
profit  to  the  licencee.  To  improve  the  similarity  between  his  farthings  and  the  regular 
coinage,  Harrington  plated  his  coins  with  a  thin  layer  of  tin  to  give  them  a  silvery 
colour.* 

The  tinning  of  metals  was  a  process  that  had  been  known  since  the  time  of 
Charlemagne  but  had  recently  been  more  widely  practiced  particularly  in  Saxony 
which  exported  most  of  the  tin  plate  used  in  Europe  in  the  17th  century.  Many 
metals  could  be  tinned,  notably  copper  and  iron,  by  dipping  them  into  a  bath  of 
molten  tin.  The  low  melting  point  of  tin  made  this  process  particularly  easy  and  the 
high  fluidity7  of  the  liquid  metal  ensured  a  good  coverage.  Tin  plate,  being  stronger 
than  pewter,  became  a  serious  rival  for  kitchenware  during  the  17th  century  resulting 
in  the  formation  in  London  in  1670  of  the  Guild  of  Tinplate  Workers. 

While  tinning  was  an  acceptable  procedure  to  make  copper  and  iron  pots  safe 
for  holding  food,  the  tinning  of  copper  coins  to  increase  their  similarity  to  the  silver 
was  not.  Lord  Harrington  was  soon  forced  to  increase  the  size  of  his  farthings  from 
6  to  9  grains  and  to  issue  them  as  undisguised  copper  before  they  were  accepted  even 
grudgingly.  But  even  thirty  years  of  use  did  not  improve  their  popularity  and  at  the 
time  of  the  Civil  War,  Parliament  allowed  the  licence  to  lapse. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  small  change  during  the  Commonwealth,  retailers  took  to 
issuing  their  own  farthings,  more  substantial  tokens  than  the  discontinued  farthings, 
issued  in  their  own  name  and  red  eemable  by  them.  Most  of  these  were  made  in  copper 
but  lead  and  tin  tokens  are  known.  At  this  time  copper  and  tin  were  both  worth  about 
a  penny  an  ounce  and  there  was  at  least  one  serious  attempt  to  issue  a  far  tiling  con¬ 
taining  its  full  value  of  tin.  It  is  inscribed  “a  quarter  ounce  of  fine  pewter  for  necessary 
change”.f 

At  this  time  tin  was  a  real  contender  for  the  manufacture  of  farthings.  Both  tin 
and  copper  resist  corrosion  and  are  soft  enough  to  work  but  hard  enough  to  resist 
wear  in  circulation.  Both  had  the  same  value.  Both  were  found  in  England  but  tin 
was  thought  of  as  being  the  more  distinctively  English  metal.  Furthermore,  the 
Crown  got  the  royalties  from  all  the  tin  mined  in  Cornwall.  Copper  was  the  usual 
metal  used  for  debasing  silver  and  was  naturally  suspect,  the  memory  of  Henry  VI IPs 
debasement  being  not  entirely  lost.  However,  copper  was  Venus,  the  daughter  of  the 
house,  while  tin  was  still  a  “below  stairs”  metal  whose  place  was  in  the  kitchen  rather

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than  the  world  commerce.  Under  the  Commonwealth  the  homely  virtues  of  the 
kitchen  were  more  in  favour  than  the  glamour  of  the  court,  and  tin  might  well  have 
found  favour,  but  after  the  Restoration  it  was  copper  that  was  finally  chosen  for  the 
regal  farthings  and  halfpence  that  were  issued  in  1672. 

Unfortunately,  when  all  was  decided,  it  was  found  that  the  machinery  at  the  mint 
was  unable  to  roll  and  cut  the  copper  blanks,  which  consequently  had  to  be  imported 
from  Sweden.  Supplies  were  held  up  because  the  winter  was  already  closing  the 
shipping  season  and  one  ship,  the  Golden  Sun,  trying  to  beat  the  weather,  came  to 
grief  on  Bornholm  where  some  of  its  cargo  of  copper  blanks  was  recovered  as  late  as 
1969.* 


In  1683  the  price  of  tin  dropped  from  Id.  to  Jd.  per  ounce  and  as  the  King  was 
losing  revenue  from  his  mines,  the  arguments  for  making  halfpence  and  farthings 
from  tin  became  compelling.  The  tin  coins  were  struck  at  virtually  the  same  weight 
as  the  copper  coins  with  the  result  that  the  King  reaped  a  handsome  profit  at  the 
minting  as  well  as  at  the  mining.  Such  a  healthy  profit  for  the  King  could  also  mean  a 
healthy  profit  for  the  counterfeiter,  and  to  discourage  such  unorthodox  strikings, 
each  coin  contained  a  copper  plug  in  its  middle  and  an  inscription  (normally  reserved 
for  the  larger  silver  and  gold  coins)  around  the  edge.  The  edge  legend  read  “Numorum 
famulus” — “housekeeper  or  servant  of  the  coinage”.  When  James  II  fled  to  Ireland  in 
1688  he  continued  to  strike  halfpence  in  tin  as  well  as  striking  tokens  to  replace  the 
silver  coinage  in  gunmetal,  a  casting  bronze  containing  both  tin  and  zinc.  Both  Irish 
coinages  ended  with  James’  departure  from  Ireland  and  a  couple  of  years  later  the 
lack  of  intrinsic  weight  and  noble  image,  led  William  and  Mary  to  discontinue  the 
tin  coinage  in  England. 

By  this  time  copper  was  the  accepted  metal  for  use  in  base  coinages  and  it  retained 
that  position  until  the  revolutionaries  in  France  produced  a  coinage  out  of  old  church 
bells.  In  spite  of  its  high  tin  content,  they  found  this  alloy  had  much  better  wearing 
properties  than  pure  copper  and  so  they  continued  to  use  it,  but  with  some  reduction 
in  the  amount  of  tin,  for  all  subsequent  base  metal  coins.  By  the  end  of  the  nineteenth 
century  bronze  had  replaced  copper  for  coinages  throughout  the  world  but  because 
of  the  large  present  day  demand  for  tin  in  the  manufacture  of  tin  cans  and  the  in¬ 
creasingly  short  supply  of  the  metal,  bronze  coins  now  contain  relatively  small 
amounts  of  tin,  other  metals  being  used  to  harden  the  copper. 

Today  most  tin  comes  from  Malaysia,  which  contains  the  world’s  largest  deposits 
of  tin  ore.  In  this  part  of  the  world  tin  ingots  were  regularly  used  in  ancient  times  in 
barter  and  in  the  course  of  time  acquired  a  distinctive  shape  that  led  them  to  be  called 
“hat  money”.  When  the  Europeans  colonised  that  part  of  the  world  they  frequently 
issue  tin  coins  for  local  use,  but  these  coinages  which  have  continued  intermittently 
up  to  the  present  are  outside  the  scope  of  this  article. 

Throughout  man’s  civilised  history  tin  has  been  an  invaluable  metal.  But  like  the 
woman  in  the  kitchen  who  used  it,  it  has  rarely  received  the  public  recognition  it 
deserves.  It  has  always  remained  a  useful  but  unfashionable  metal  serving  in  currency 
to  improve  the  qualities  of  copper  and  only  rarely  appearing  as  a  coinage  metal  in  its 
own  right.  In  this  humble  supporting  role  it  truly  deserves  the  epithet  “servant  of 
the  coinage”.

The  records  in  this  Class  are  arranged  under  the  following  main  headings:

The  other  records  concerning 
Colonial  and  Foreign  coinage  during  that  period  down  to  the  year  1910  are  entered 
in  the  Record  Books  in  Class:  Mint  1. 

During  the  eighteenth  century,  the  coinages  required  for  the  Colonies  were 
mostly  struck  by  private  contractors,  only  one  of  them  being  struck  in  the  Royal 
Mint,  that  being  for  the  Colony  of  Virginia  in  1773.  The  mints  then  operating  in 
the  Colonies  were  the  mints  of  the  East  India  Company,  and  they  were  solely  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  issue  of  Indian  moneys. 

In  the  nineteenth  century,  the  need  for  coinages  for  the  territories  added  to  the 
Colonial  Empire  grew  to  such  an  extent  that  from  1809  onwards  it  became  the 
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accepted  practice  for  Colonial  coinages  to  be  struck  in  the  Royal  Mint.  On  the 
occasions  that  a  Colonial  coinage  could  not  be  undertaken  owing  to  the  demand 
for  the  Imperial  coinage  at  the  time,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  coinage  to  be 
struck  by  private  contractors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Royal  Mint. 

In  addition  to  striking  coin  for  the  Colonies,  the  Royal  Mint  also  supplied  species 
consisting  of  British  and  Foreign  coin  for  the  service  of  the  Commissariat;  and  after 
the  transfer  of  the  Commissariat  to  the  War  Department  in  1854  supplied  similar 
specie  for  the  service  of  the  Treasury  Chests  abroad.  From  1879  onwards,  quantities 
of  Imperial  silver  and  bronze  coins  were  also  sent  to  the  Colonies  from  time  to  time, 
and  worn  coin  withdrawn.  Assistance  was  also  given  to  the  Indian  mints  in  the 
preparation  of  dies  and  matrices,  in  procuring  machinery,  in  instructing  candidates 
for  the  Indian  Assay  Department,  and  in  assaying  the  Indian  pyx  pieces. 

The  Royal  Mint  collaborated  in  the  setting  up  of  a  refinery  and  assay  office  at 
New  Westminster  in  1859  to  service  the  goldfields  in  British  Columbia.  That 
project  was  abandoned  in  1862.  It  was  also  entrusted  with  many  of  the  arrangements 
incidental  to  the  establishment  of  the  Hong  Kong  Mint  in  1864.  That  mint,  which 
opened  in  1866,  was  abolished  in  1868. 

Discoveries  of  gold  and  the  desirability  of  siting  mints  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  goldfields  led  to  the  establishment  of  branches  of  the  Royal  Mint  in  Australia, 
Canada  and  South  Africa.  The  records  for  those  branches  are  included  in  Class:

This  is  the  scarcest  denomination  amongst  the  copper  pieces  and  it  is  therefore 
more  difficult  to  make  an  assessment  of  the  rarity  of  each  coin.  From  those  in  the  B.M. 
and  the  Nott  collection  we  can  see  that  1803,  1805,  1812  and  1814  are  the  dates  more 
likely  to  be  found.  It  is  also  clear  that  the  1803  with  elephant  right  is  extremely  rare 
and  that  1801,  1811  and  1813  are  likely  to  be  difficult  to  find.  I  think  that  the  B.M. 
having  four  specimens  of  the  1815  is  an  exception  and  that  this  should  also  be  rated  a 
very  rare  date  with  neither  Nott  having  one  nor  there  being  one  offered  over  the 
period  examined.  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  a  specimen  but  I  do  have  an  1803  with 
elephant  right. 

Compared  with  the  other  denominations  the  l/12th  rix  dollars  may  seem  under¬ 
rated  in  terms  of  rarity.  This  has  been  done  deliberately  to  try  and  avoid  exaggerations.

Nott  records  1811  and  1815  as  being  rare  dates.  Nott  had  no  record  at  all  of  the 
1816.  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  a  specimen  of  either  1815  or  1816.  Pridmore 
records  the  1803  with  elephant  right  as  being  of  the  highest  rarity  and  it  is  the  only 
one  of  these  in  copper  that  I  have  been  unable  to  find.  1801  to  1803  and  1812  to  1814 
are  all  fairly  easy  to  find.

Silver  medal  for  Esso.  Esso  Petroleum  Company  Ltd.  is  one  of  the  five  industrial  com¬ 
panies  to  win  the  first  awards  by  the  Angling  Foundation  for  the  fight  against  pollution.  Esso 
Petroleum’s  medal  was  earned  by  setting  up  a  nationwide  emergency  service  to  deal  with  spil¬ 
lages  of  its  products.  The  company  also  oifer  advice  free  of  charge  to  local  authorities,  river 
boards  and  similar  organisations.  Thirty  mobile  plants,  comprising  skimmers  and  associated 
equipment,  have  been  sited  strategically  around  the  country  and  1,000  employees  have  been 
trained  to  operate  them,  backed  by  a  “flying  squad”  of  oil  spill  experts.  “The  excellenceof  both 
the  technology  and  the  administration  were  taken  into  account  in  making  the  award,” — Pembroke 
County  &  West  Wales  Guardian ,  2nd  May ,  1975. 

Viking  treasure.  A  treasure  trove  reputed  to  be  a  gift  of  the  Devil  was  unearthed  by  school- 
children  in  the  Baltic  yesterday.  The  children  found  the  Viking  treasure — 1,000  silver  Arabic 
coins  and  silver  bracelets — at  Burs  on  Gothland  Island. — Evening  Echo ,  10 tli  May ,  1975. 

Legal  battle  looms  over  car  ‘treasure*.  A  legal  battle  may  follow  a  coroner’s  ruling 
yesterday  that  valuables  found  in  a  car  were  not  treasure  trove.  Meanwhile  police  are  holding 
the  fifteen  gold  coins  found  in  a  car  bought  from  a  Coventry  garage.  The  car  had  belonged  to  a 
Preston  car  dealer,  who  told  a  treasure  trove  inquest  that  he  lost  his  collection  of  gold  coins 
while  he  was  on  his  way  to  a  bank.  About  six  weeks  after  he  sold  the  Mercedes,  a  cufflink  box 
containing  the  coins  was  found  under  the  car’s  passenger  seat. — Liverpool  Daily  Post ,  23  Mav, 
1975. 

The  Royal  Mint  reports.  The  Royal  Mint  struck  some  1197m  coins  in  1974,  almost  all  of 
which  were  struck  at  Llantrisant.  Tower  Hill  concentrated  on  making  sovereigns,  coinage 
blanks,  official  and  commercial  medals,  and  the  production  of  embossing  seals  and  revenue  dies. 
Coinage  for  42  overseas  governments  accounted  for  nearly  39%  of  the  year’s  total  production. 
In  addition,  some  243,000,000  coins  for  export  were  struck  by  sub-contractors. — Glasgozv 
Herald ,  10th  May ,  1975. 

Burma  Mindon  Min  2  rupees  1866.  I  suspect  that  the  coin  listed  under  G366  of  your 
May  Bulletin  is  in  fact  a  2  mu  1  pe.=2^  mu  =  }  kyat.  The  gold  Kyat  was  the  equivalent  of  the 
Indian  mohur  and  therefore  2  mu  1  pe  was  equivalent  to  J  of  16  rupees,  that  is  to  say  the  piece 
in  question  is  a  4  rupees  and  not  2.  I  suggest  in  future  Burmese  coins  should  be  quoted  in 
Burmese  denominations  and  not  the  Indian  equivalents. — L.  A.  Shaw. 

Thank  you  very  much;  we  have  adjusted  our  records. — Editor 
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Treasure  trove.  I  have  long  admired  the  British  “treasure  trove”  laws  as  being  eminently 
sensible.  However,  not  only  are  coins  of  gold  and  silver  highly  valuable  in  a  monetary  and 
numismatic  sense,  but  copper-based  coin  hoards  are  likewise  most  valuable  from  a  scientific 
and  numismatic  viewpoint.  It  is  my  contention  that  hoards  of  copper-based  coins  should  be 
held  “treasure-trove”  until  a  full  scientific  and  numismatic  investigation  has  been  made.  Since 
I  am  not  totally  familiar  with  your  laws,  perhaps  this  is  possible  even  at  present.  If  not,  I  would 
recommend  that  such  an  extension  be  made  to  your  “treasure-trove”  laws. 

For  the  past  ten  years  I  have  been  analyzing  Roman  coins  nondestructively  using  x-ray 
fluorescence  analysis.  This  method  has  proved  of  great  value  in  determining  the  chemical 
compositions  of  Roman  coins.  It  is  even  capable  of  distinguishing  between  coins  minted  one  or 
two  years  apart  in  some  cases  (such  as  the  coins  of  Augustus).  It  will  probably  be  possible  in 
some  cases  to  determine  which  coins  were  made  comtemporaneously  (for  example,  the  Augustan 
quadrantes  of  Messalla,  Apronius  et  ah). 

On  another  subject,  in  the  Feb.  1965  Bulletin  I  disclosed  the  discovery  of  a  tin  denarius  of 
Plautius.  Just  recently  J.  have  found  two  more  tin  denarii,  one  of  Brutus  (C.  15  “Eid  Mar”)  and 
one  of  Augustus  (BA1C  397 — or  perhaps  400).  The  discovery  of  these  tin  denarii  raises  further 
questions :  how  extensive  are  the  issues  of  tin  denarii  ?  What  was  the  time  span  ?  What  is  the 
ratio  of  silver  to  tin  denarii  for  various  issues  ?  It  is  possible  to  detect  tin  denarii  by  completely 
nondestructive  techniques:  X-ray  fluorescence  analysis  and  density  measurement.  If  anyone 
has  a  denarius  that  he  suspects  might  be  tin  (from  the  ring  or  sound  when  it  is  flipped  or 
dropped),  I  would  be  glad  to  determine  whether  it  is  or  not.  The  oxide  or  colour  of  the  coins 
appears  much  like  silver  oxide,  and  this  probably  explains  why  these  coins  have  not  previously 
been  detected.  Incidentally,  I  am  sure  that  these  tin  denarii  are  genuine  ancient  coins  because 
of  their  composition:  they  usually  contain  quite  a  bit  of  antimony  and  some  other  elements  that 
indicate  they  are  not  counterfeits. — Giles  F.  Carter,  Assoc.  Professor  of  Chemistry,  Eastern 
Michigan  University ,  30 ih  April ,  1975.

Award  for  Britons.  Five  Britons  who  risked  their  lives  in  a  bus  rescue  in  the  River  Zam¬ 
besi,  yesterday  got  Zambia’s  highest  civilian  bravery  award.  President  Kenneth  Kaunda  in  a 
Lusaka  ceremony  conferred  the  President’s  Medal  for  Gallantry  to  them.  The  five  displayed 
great  courage  in  diving  to  the  bottom  of  the  river  after  the  bus,  carrying  many  passengers,  had 
plunged  from  a  pontoon. — The  Journal,  28 th  May,  1975. 

For  gallantry.  A  distinguished  service  medal  for  gallantry  has  been  awarded  by  the  Sultan 
of  Oman  to  Fit.  Lt.  Peter  Davis — the  former  R.A.F.  pilot  who  was*killed  in  action  in  Oman  in 
March,  this  year.  Fit.  Lt.  Davis  was  serving  as  a  helicopter  pilot  for  the  Sultoan  against  terrorists. 
— Skegness  Standard,  14 th  Alay,  1975. 

VC  dies.  Major  John  Vincent  Holland,  who  won  the  Victoria  Cross  in  1916  while  serving 
with  the  Leinster  Regiment,  has  died  in  Hobart,  Tasmania. — The  Universe,  25 th  April,  1975. 

Peter  gets  gallantry  medal.  The  Queen's  Gallantry  Medal  has  been  awarded  to  Leading 
Aircrewman  Peter  Gibbs  (22),  for  the  part  he  played  in  rescuing  crew  members  of  the  British 
coaster  Lovat  after  it  sank  in  heavy  seas  oft'  Cornwall  in  January.  Mr.  Gibbs  was  the  aircrew 
diver  of  a  helicopter  launched  in  response  to  a  distress  call  from  the  Lovat.  After  Mr.  Gibbs  had 
been  lowered  to  try  to  fit  rescue  harnesses  on  four  survivors,  the  state  of  the  sea  and  the  prox¬ 
imity  of  another  ship  made  it  necessary  to  cut  the  rescue  hoist  wire.  Mr.  Gibbs  found  himself 
in  the  water  with  a  struggling  survivor.  Pie  towed  the  man  to  a  raft  and  stayed  with  him  and 
the  other  survivors  for  40  minutes  while  the  helicopter  refuelled.  One  man  died  in  his  arms  and 
another  became  unconscious  and  later  died  despite  Mr.  Gibbs  efforts.  The  citation  to  the  award 
states  that  it  was  largely  due  to  his  presence,  encouragement  and  physical  effort  that  two  men 
survived  and  were  successfully  rescued  by  a  relief  helicopter.  “Throughout  the  operation. 
Leading  Aircrewman  Gibbs  displayed  bravery,  determination,  a  high  degree  of  professional 
skill  for  his  inexperience  and  age,  and  a  complete  disregard  for  his  own  personal  safety  in 
difficult  and  dangerous  conditions.  His  conduct  was  in  accordance  with  the  highest  traditions 
of  the  service.”  Mr.  Gibbs  joined  the  Royal  Navy  in  1972,  was  awarded  his  Aircrcwman’s 
wings  last  October  and  completed  his  search  and  rescue  training  only  one  week  before  this 
incident — his  first  operational  sortie. — Surrey  Daily  Advertiser,  6 th  Alay,  1975. 
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Gallantry  medal  for  police  dog.  Otto,  the  police  dog  has  been  presented  with  a  medal 
for  gallantry  by  Knowsley  Council.  Alsatian  Otto  detained  a  man  as  he  was  committing  a 
burglarly,  even  though  the  man  struck  the  dog  on  the  head  with  a  meat  cleaver.  Otto’s  wounds 
were  so  serious  his  heart  stopped  as  he  was  undergoing  an  emergency  operation  by  a  vet,  who 
had  to  massage  his  heart  to  revive  him.  Two  months  after  the  incident  Otto  was  back  on  the 
beat  with  his  handler.  Constable  Westhead. — St.  Helen's  Reporter ,  16 th  May,  1975. 

Gallantry  rewarded.  Royal  Marine  Corporal  Neil  Rickard,  who  saved  the  lives  of  three 
fellow  members  of  the  Zaire  River  Expedition  when  they  were  on^the  edge  of  a  whirlpool  has 
been  awarded  the  Queen’s  Medal  for  Gallantry.  Cpl.  Rickard,  who  has  now  left  the  Service,  was 
a  member  of  the  Zaire  Expedition  earlier  this  year.  He  was  helmsman  of  one  of  two  inflatable 
craft  which  were  negotiating  rapids  at  Kisi  in  the  province  of  Bas-Zaire.  A  freak  wave  struck 
the  leading  craft  and  the  three  crewmen  were  thrown  into  the  water.  They  were  dragged  to¬ 
wards  a  huge  whirlpool.  Cpl.  Rickard  “at  considerable  risk  to  himself”  took  his  craft  through 
boiling  waters  and  rescued  the  men  right  on  the  edge  of  the  whirlpool.  A  few  seconds  later  the 
upturned  boat  was  sucked  into  the  vortex  and  disappeared. — The  News,  2nd  May,  1975. 

Dads  Army  medal.  Mr.  Ron  Hammond,  the  Wisbech  district  commissioner  for  Scouts, 
has  been  awarded  the  movement’s  Medal  of  Merit.  Making  the  presentation,  the  county  com¬ 
missioner,  Lieut. -Col.  Harry  Mainwaring,  spoke  of  the  excellent  leadership  which  Air.  Ham¬ 
mond  provided  in  a  district  which  was  always  to  the  forefront  in  county  Scouting. — Eastern 
Daily  Press,  3rd  May,  1975.

“During  the  period  from  15th  February  to  30th 
March,  1944,  in  the  Anzio  Beachhead,  this  officer  led 
three  fighting  patrols,  the  success  of  which  on  each 
occasion  was  chiefly  due  to  his  inspiring  leadership 
and  courage. 

During  the  night  of  28th/29th  March  he  led  a  fighting 
patrol  against  a  suspected  enemy  strongpoint  and 
Observation  Post  in  a  house  which  was  dominating 
one  of  the  forward  Companies.  The  house  proved  to 
be  strongly  held.  He  led  the  final  assault,  killed  the 
German  officer  commanding  the  post  and  successfully 
cleared  the  area  of  enemy,  inflicting  casualties  of  at 
least  four  killed  and  taking  two  prisoners.  His  own 
patrol  suffered  no  casualties.  As  a  result  of  his 
successful  action  the  whole  position  was  strengthened 
and  the  next  night  the  house  was  incorporated  as  part 
of  our  own  defences. 

Captain  Wakeford’s  utter  disregard  for  his  personal 
safety  and  his  cool  judgment  in  action  continually 
proved  an  inspiration  to  his  men.”

“One  day  in  November  1942,  this  officer  led  a 
formation  of  aircraft  on  a  low-level  attack  on  the 
airfield  at  El  Aghelia  where  at  least  12  enemy  aircraft 
were  destroyed  on  the  ground  and  many  others 
damaged.  During  a  patrol  the  next  day,  a  Heinkel  115 
was  destroyed.  On  the  third  consecutive  day,  the 
squadron  was  detailed  to  attack  an  airfield  in  Tunisia. 
En  route,  a  formation  of  6  SM  82’s  was  intercepted. 
In  the  ensuing  engagement  all  enemy  aircraft  were 
shot  down;  Squadron  Leader  Watson  ‘destroyed 
3  of  them’  himself.  This  officer  has  led  the  squadron 
on  shipping  sweeps  and  convoy  escorts  and  in 
numerous  low-level  attacks  on  enemy  aerodromes, 
during  which  many  enemy  aircraft,  vehicles  and 
E  boats  have  been  destroyed  and  damaged:  By  his 
high  skill,  courageous  and  inspiring  leadership. 
Squadron  Leader  Watson  has  contributed  materially 
to  the  splendid  success  achieved.  He  has  destroyed 
11  enemy  aircraft  as  well  as  a  schooner.”

“In  May,  1941,  this  officer  was  the  pilot  of  one  of  two 
aircraft  which  carried  out  an  attack  on  the  fort  at 
Rutbak  and  enemy  ground  forces  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood.  Both  aircraft  made  determined  attacks  on  the 
fort  in  the  face  of  heavy  fire  from  the  ground  which 
was  eventually  silenced.  Following  an  attack  by  his 
fellow  pilot  on  some  armed  forces  behind  a  hill. 
Flying  Officer  Watson’s  attention  was  drawn  to  a 
column  of  black  smoke  on  the  ground.  Although  his 
aircraft  had  been  hit  in  the  petrol  tank  and  fuselage 
he  immediately  dived  towards  the  position  and  a 
moment  later  saw  his  fellow  pilot,  who  had  apparently 
been  shot  down  emerge  from  the  smoke.  Turning 
into  the  wind  and  without  waiting  to  apply  the  flaps 
Flying  Officer  Watson  landed  his  aircraft  less  than 
20  yards  from  the  burning  wreckage,  and  together 
with  his  air  gunner  and  observer,  rescued  his  comrade. 
In  spite  of  fire  from  enemy  armoured  cars  and  bullets 
exploding  from  the  burning  aircraft,  they  attempted 
to  find  the  remaining  members  of  the  crew.  Failing 
to  find  any  sign  of  them,  they  returned  and  took  off 
with  the  rescued  pilot.  Throughout,  Flying  Officer 
Watson  displayed  great  courage  and  skill  as  both 
landing  and  take  off  were  made  under  fire  and  on 
ground  strewn  with  rocks  and  boulders.”
